AT SUMMIT STA.

county at lust is on the map UB hav- 
lug one of the leading canning indus- 
tries ot the state. The Sears Canning 
company nan opened its new 
plant 


at Summit Station, 
which 
employs 


about fiO hands and is at the present 
engaged jn the canning ot peas which 
are yielding the tarmerB a good in- 
come, averaging about two and one- 
hall' tons to the acre and selling (or 
»2t> a ton. 


Practically no more labor is re- 


quired to raise the peas than is re- 
quired to raise oats or any 
other 


grain, as they are planted in about 
the same way as the grain and har- 
vested with a mowing machine 
to 


•which is attached a gatherer 
which 


carries them to the canning factory 
where they are thrown into a huller 
and thrashed similar to the thrashing 
of wheat. 
A wagon is placed at an 


opening where the empty pods belch 
out after having been separated from 
the peas proper into the wagon which 
carts them away to the silos where 
they are dried and stored for the cat- 
tle on account of their immense pro- 
clivity and value as a milk producer. 
The protein qualities of the peas are 
its principal asset and when it comes 
to the producing of the milk and all 
the latest authorities endorse this as 
the best food for the milk giving an- 
imals. 


in the building the peas are sorted 


by hard labor and prepared for can- 
ning.
